and other civic leaders will be members of the board, 


In the time of disaster, the National Disaster Board wil) make available 
&t prefecture levels, the mamary financial assistance, supplies, and services 
to engble the prefecture to take immediate relief action. The nationel governmer 
i therefore, assumes the role of the facilitating agency,. but wil? not inject be 
Self. ante the operating phese unless the local governnent breaks down, - :

Foreign Nationel Ration 


A letter of instruction was issued by the Director of the Generel Affairs 
* Bureau, Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry to prefecturel rovernors on 1 
October 1947 concerning foreign netional supplementery food rations, It wes 
pointed out in this letter that the supplementary food ration for purchase by 
foreign nationels is not being satisfactorily provided. The following points 
were mentioned specificallys ar 


1, The butter is to be delivered promptly. 


2, O41 and fet included in the basic Jepanese ration must be provided for 
the foreign netional as well es that includcd in the supplementery ration. 


3. The Jepenese woman married to a German hes no right to receive the 
foreign nationel retion for Axis netionels unless she is eble to prove Germen 
citizenship. The same principle epplics to Jepenese women merried to eny 
foreign national. 


A telegram was sent ovt to the governors of Saitama, Chibe, Gumma, Tochigi, 
Iberaki prefectures ordering the immediate delivery of the foreign nationel 
ration for September and October to Chinese nationals in the flood eree through 
the Chinese Associetion, The use of domestic canned food allocated to the pre- — 
fecture for flood relief was authorized to be used for the September ration for 
eiinese nétionels,. 


Netione Social Work Assembly 


Nationel Sociel Work Assembly was held 1; 2 and 3 October in Tokyo (Referen 
PHW Weekly Bulletin #37 for period 7-13 September 19477). The conference held or 
Wednesday, 1 October was attended by representatives from the five netional a- 
gencies sponsoring the conference, 2200 delerates from al] prefectures in Japen, 
as well es the Emperor and Empress and other Japenese officiels, The conference 
was held et this time to observe the first full year of operetion of the Deily 
Life Security Lew end to discuss future welfare plens. During the verious meet- 
ings of the. Assembly attention was elso called to the fact that Community Chest 
Drives are schedules to be held kit ough the country from 25 November to 25 
December 1947, 


The second day of the Assembly was devoted to four group conferences in 
which the delegstes discussed: (1 general problems concerning social work 
* (2) child welfere work (3) juvenile delinquency (4) Deily Life Security Lew 

and responsibilities of the Minsei-iin. Observers at these smaller conferences 
report thet many of the existing welfare problems were discussed thoroughly snd — 
various view points were presented, 
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The third Gey. of Aes aoptend ance s. devoted to receiving. reports from ie 
four ‘specialized meetings held ‘the previous dey end to the sdoption of resolutior p 
which are to be presented to the responsible Departments of government. One out- 
Standing point of the conference wes the joint participation of the Ministry of ;

There was e total of 13,358 communicable disease cases reported for the week 
ending 27 September 1947 compared with 13,822 reported in the preceding week. 
urrent reports were not received from Aomori and Iwate Prefectures. However, 
deleyed reports from 5 prefectures (Yemageta, Gumma, Saitama, Wakayama, and : i 
Miyazaki ) were included in this report. Approxinetely 78 percent of the total cas: 
Were credited to: tuberculosis (7,607), whooping cough (1,591), penumonie (946), 
measles (304), and influenza (34). No date on deaths for these diseases were 


 Svailable, 


The remeining 12 communicable diseases included in this report eccounted for 
25876 ceses currently; this was a slight increase over the number (2,782) reported 


in the precedine week, Denths decrensed from 411 to 383. More thrn 80 percent of 


both erses rnd derths from these 12 neute communicable diseases were due to dysen= 
tery (1,348 cases end 273 deaths), typhoid fever (612 cases and 44 deeths), end 


diphtheria (416 erses and 23 deaths), 


Diphtheria cases (416) in the current week increased approximately 25 percent . 
from 333 in the preceding week, Deaths increased 21 percent from 19 to 23, The 


‘Current end cumulative case rates per 100,000 population oer annum were 278 and 


7.0 respectively. Corresponding death rates were 1.5 and 3,1. 


The incidence of dysentery remained nbout the same. There were 1,348 cases

In September, there were decreases recorded in the morbidity rates for me 
, dysentery, typhoid fever, paratyphoid fever, typhus fever, malaria, and scarlet 3 
fever. Diphtheria and suspect Japanese "B" Encephalitis case rates showed marked 
*ncreases from the August figures. Only 3 of the diseases (scarlet fever, epidemic 
‘Meningitis, and suspect Japanese "3" Encephalitis) showed a higher rate for a 
September 1947 as compared with the corresponding month of 1946. References to the 
Month of September 1946 and 1947 are for 4-week periods, but data for August of 

+7 covers a 5-week period. Care should be taken to compare only the rates rather 

the numbers of cases or deaths because of the fact that the true periods vary 

from 4 to 5 weeks in length, 


There were 13,944 cases and 1,924 deaths reported during September for the 
12 communicable diseases included in this report. Approximately 97 percent of the 
total cases due to the following diseases: dysentery (7,344), typhoid fever 
(2,767), diphtheria (1,433), malaria (1,231), and paratyphoid fever (685). Nearly 
8 percent of all deaths were due to dysentery (1,393) and typhoid fever (294). 


_ There were renorted in addition, 50,960 cases for the following diseases for 
which vrefectural data are not shown in this report. Cases and case rates per 

,000 population per annum for these diseases were: tuberculosis, 33,236 and 
55.5 respectively; for whooping cough 10,028 and 167.6; for pneumonia 4,350 and 
12.7; for measles 3,234 and 54.0; and fer influenza, 112 and 1.9, 


The diphtheria case rate increased nearly 32 percent from 18.0 in August to 
23.9 in the current month. The death rate remained at 1.1. In September 1946, 
Case and death rates were 52.9 and 2.7 respectively. 


‘ The dysentery cese rate in September (122.7) decreased 47 percent below the 
Usust figure (231.7). The death rate decreased approximately oO percent (38.7 to 
23.3). In September 1946, the case and death rates were 367.3 and 52.6 respectively 


The case rate for typhoid fever decreased nearly 10 percent from 51.0 last 
Month to 46.2 currently. Death rates decreased 14 percent from 5.7 to 4.9. The 
Case and death rates for typhoid fever in September 1946, were 76.6 and 9.1 
Tespectively. 


The peratyphoid fever case rete decreased nearly 13 percent from 13.1 in 

st to 11.4 in the current month. The death rate remained at 0.7. The case and 
fath rates for September 1947, (11.4 and 0.7 respectively) are more than 40 vercent
